HOLE - IN - THE - ROCK, Utah 


(AP)— The peace that prevails 
over the southern Utah desert was 
shattered Monday when a truck 
chtrylng 46 explorers overturned, 
killing nine Boy Scouts, two of 
their leaders and a woman re- 
porter who was covering the ven- 
ture. 
<The list of hospitalized readied 
13, with at least two critical, as 
details of the tragedy slowly came 
from the scene of the accident 
in the remote desert area bctwcn 
Escalant and Hole-in-thc-Kock on 
the Colorado River. 


; The group was from the Ogden- 
Salt Lake City-Provo area about 
2QO miles north. Most were Boy 
^Scouts, but Floyd Lovericlge, chief 
^Sjkecutive of the scouts in Provo. 
"S&id the trip was under the aus- 
pices of the South Cottomvoorl 
Stake of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in tha 
Provo area. 


The adventurous expedition was 


led -by a group of teachers and 
college professors who had Icrt 
many trips into Utah's red desert 
areas. 


One of the dead was H. Dan-nil 


. Baylor, 45, a professor 
of lan- 


guages at Brigham Young Univer- 
sity in Provo and scout leader. 


Another of the leaders, Merlin 


J. Shaw,, 51, of Provo, an assistant 
professor at Brigham Young and 
father of six, was killed. Mondav 
was his 26th wedding anniversary. 


Dorothy Hansen, 24, a vacation- 


ing reporter for Salt Lake City's 
Deseret News, was along for the 
•jride..a'nd planned to write a fea- 
ture article.

The railroads had agreed Mon- 
ay night to the extension which 
ecretary of Labor W. Willard 
iVirtz. requested when it became 
pparent no settlement could be 
cached by the 
first, deadline 


-'-midnight Wednesday1 night. 


Acutally, the agreement by the 
ailroads made a strike unlikely, 
because they must take the initi- 
itive, by putting the disputed 
work rules into effect,, before the 
ive operating unions can react 


a strike. 


After 
consultations 
Monday 


ijight and a meeting early this 
morning, the unions sent the fol- 
jnving telegram to Wirtz: 


Please be advised the labor 


organizations will cooperate." 


They also advised the railroads 


of their decision at the start of 
iiew talks this morning. 


To speed the negotiations, to- 


day's session was limited to fed- 
dral mediators, including Wirtz 
and his representatives, the rail- 


and the two unions immed- 


iately affected by the work rules 
issue: the AFL-CIO Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen 
and 
the 
independent 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers. 


In telegrams to both sides, 


Wirtz said "it is imperative that 
further intensive negotiations con- 
tinue without disruption of essen- 
tal railroad service." 


He suggested that the deadline 


be extended 
from 12:01 a.m. 


Thursday to 12:01 a.m. Next Tues- 
day. 


There had even been controver- 


sy over the date of the deadline 
—the time when the provisions of 
.the presidential emergency .order 
run out. 


The Labor Department had in- 


sisted that the ban expired at 
midnight tonight. Monday all par- 
ties agreed that the deadline was 
midnight Tuesday, 


After this deadline, the rail- 


roads will be free to do what they 
have been trying to do for almost 
four years—put into effect new 
work rules which will eliminate 
the jobs of some 40,000 firemen 
on freight and yard trains. The 
unions have said they will call a 
strike when the railroads put the 
new work rules info effect. 


Wirtz met with the negotiators 


in a long session but there was 
no sign of progress. 


Both management and unions 


asked Wirtz last Tuesday to step 
in and try to hasten a settlement. 
Wirtz said then they reported that 
agreement had not been reached 
on any point in the controversy. 


The railroads contend that out- 


dated work rules cost them 
million each year in unnecessary 
operating cost.

Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirkscn of Illinois ex- 
pressed indignation that the Pres- 
ident had made his announcement 
of the meeting and of the cessa- 
tion of atmospheric tests Monday 
without any advance consultation 
with the Republicans. 


"We Republicans are expected 


to play the bipartisan game on 
foreign policy," Dirksen said in 
an interview. "Yet when some de 
cision of this sort is made we 
arc not consulted in advance. Wo 
are expected to go along withou! 
even knowing what the Prcsideir 
is proposing." 


Dirkscn objected to holding the 


meeting of representatives of the 
United States, Britain and the So 
viet Union 
1 iri Moscow. He said 


ought to be on neutral grouund. 


The Republican leader also said 


he wants to know whether reports 
are true that the United States 
will be represented at the session, 
expected to be held in July), "by 
someone outside of the govern- 
ment."

Anthrax Is 
Dangerous 
in Dry Times 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Dr. David 


Ibsen, state veterinarian, warned 
today that hot,, dry weather raises 
a threat of an outbreak of anthrax 
in the state. 


Ibsen said four cases of anthrax 


had been diagnosed recently, two 
in Drew County, one in Chicot and 
one near the Pulaski-Lonoke coun- 
ty line. 


"This is not alarming for this 


time of year and these weather 
conditions," Ibsen said, "but we'd 
like to urge all farmers in the 
known anthrax areas to gel their 
stock vaccinated." 


Ibsen said anthrax,: which infects 


all warm - blooded animals, is 
spread by a spore which lives in 
the soil. It is active when the soil 
is dry1 and hot. 


Ibsen defined the "known anth- 


rax area" as generally southeast 
of a line drawn diagonally across 
the state from Pocahontas to Tex 
rkana. 


"If these weather conditions con- 


tinue, 
the 
situation 
could 
get 


worse," Ibsen said. "Mississipp 
already has a worse outbreak than 
ours."

kansas Public Service Commission 
approved today a joint application 
for authority to build an electric 
transmission line across Arkan- 
sas. 


The application was submited 


by Arkansas Power & Light Co., 
and Oklahoma Gas and Electric 
Co. A public hearing was held on 
it May 28. 


AP&L proposes to build 358 


miles of lines and three substa- 
tions at a total cost of $42,166,000. 
One line would run from West 
Memphis westward! to the Yell- 
Logan county line and a branch 
line southward to El Dorado. 


Oklahoma Gas proposes to build 


44.5 miles of line starting at the 
western end of the AP&L line 
and going to the Arkansas-Okla- 
homa state line near Fort Smith 
and one substation at a cost oi' 
$3.695,000. 


AP&L proposes to build substa- 


tions near Little Rock, Pine Bluff 
and El Dorado. The Oklahoma 
Gas substation will be near Fort 
Smith. 


The construction is designed to 


provide facilities for a power 
trade among 11 private electric 
utilities and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority.
